There  is  a piped  v/ater  supply  to  the  whole  of  the  Urban  District. 

3 The  supply  is  provided  by  the  Rickmansworth  and  Uxbridge  Valley  Water 
: Company  and  the  Bucks  Water  Board.  The  former  serves  the  Old  and  the 
B'New  Tovms  and  the  latter  Holtspur  and  District.

The  water  contains  a high  degree  of  temporary  hardness  and 
C therefore  no  problems  from  plumbo-solvency  occur.  An  adequate  supply 
I has  been  maintained  throughout  the  district  during  the  year.  The  water 
E samples  sent  for  Bacteriological  Examination  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

There  are  now  no  wells  supplying  drinking  water  within  the  district 

,2.  Drainage  and  Sewerage 

Nearly  the  whole  of  the  district  is  connected  to  one  of  the 
rtwo  sewerage  systems.  The  Old  Town  is  sewered  to  a modified  broad 

• irrigation  v/orks  at  Hedgerley  Lane  and  the  Nevi^  Tov/n  and  Holtspur  areas 
•are  sewered  to  the  disposal  works  off  Riding  Lane  at  Holtspur. 

The  majority  of  the  cesspools  remaining  are  for  premises  which 

* are  outlying  and  these  are  emptied  free,  v;ithin  48  hours  of  receiving 
< notification.

In  June  serious  "blockages  to  the  main  sev;er  in  Gregories 
Road  occurred.  It  v/as  found  that  a num"ber  of  fractures  in  the 
sewer  were  the  cause  and  it  was  necessary  to  re-lay  a length 
of  sewer  to  "by-pass  'the  "blockages.  I'lliilst  this  work  was  in 
progress  the  foul  sewage  wa's  diverted  into  the  surface  v/ater 
sewage  system.  As  the  surface  water  sewer  concerned  discharged 
into  a pond  at  Holtspur,  the  liklihood  of  spread  of  disease  and 
nuisance  from  smell  and  flies,  was  greatly  increased. 

However,  the  firms  supplying  sintidotes  for  these  pu"blic  health 
hazards  responded  to  appeals  for ' immediate  deliveries  of  the 
necessary  materials  and  equipment  and  the  possi"ble  nuisances 
were  averted.  Special  mention  must  be  made  of  the  complete 
co-operation  received  from  the  Surveyor.  Many  of  the  treatments 
could  not  have  been  effectively  applied  without  the  help  of  his 
workmen . 


3,  Collection  and  Disposal  of  Refuse 

The  house-to-house  collection  of  refuse  has  been  maintained 
on  a weekly  basis  throughout  the  year.  Extra  v/eekly  collections 
are  made  to  shop  premises  as  required,  and  in  these  cases  a small 
annual  charge  is  made. 

The  refuse  is  taken  to  a private  tip  just  outside  the 
Beaconsfield  Urban  District  and  is  being  used  as  back-filling  to 
a gravel  pit.  The  paper  salvage  is  sorted,  baled  and  sold  to 
one  of  the  local  paper  mills.  Metal  is  taken  by  a scrap  merchant. 

Sixteen  informal  notices  were  served  on  private  households 
requiring  renewal  of  defective  dustbins.

Until  30th  June  of  this  year  it  was  the  policy  of  this 
Council  not  to  accept  applications  for  discretionary  grants 
unless  very  special  circumstances  prevailed.  As  this  policy 
virtually  precluded  anyone  from  getting  a discretionary  grant, 
a number  of  categories  were  submitted  to  the  Council  whereby 
certain  houses  could  be  considered  for  a grant. 

The  categories  approved  included  the  following 

1,  Houses  which  are  owner/occupied,  where  the  owner  qualifies 
for  entry  on  to  the  housing  list. 

2,  Tenants  of  private  property  who  have  the  opportunity  of 
purchasing  that  property  and  who  qualify  for,  or  are,  on 
the  housing  list. 

3*  Council  tenants  and  applicants  on  the  housing  list  wishing 

to  purchase  a property  within  the  Beaconsfield  Urban  District. 

U*  Young  married  couples,  wishing  to  purchase  or  who  have 

purchased  a house  without  the  prescribed  amenities,  who  are 
potential  housing  applicants. 

In  order  to  understand  these  categories  it  must  be  appreciated 
that  no  person  can  qualify  for  a Council  House  until  they  have 
resided  within  the  urban  district  for  at  least  five  years. 


Even  though  these  categories  now  exist,  and  the  matter 
was  reasonably  well  advertised  when  the  alteration  was  made, 
it  will  be  noted  that  no  applications  for  discretionary  grants 
were  made  in  the  following  six  months.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 
1 • Milk  and  Dairies  (General)  Repculations , 1959. 

The  Ducks  County  Council,  as  the  Pood  sind  Drugs  Authority, 
sample  milk  produced  in  the  district.  These  samples  are  sent 
for  bacteriological  examination,  primarily  for  Tubercle  Bacilli. 
The  examination  also,  however,  reveals  the  presence  of  Brucella 
organisms.  When  such  organisms  are  isolated,  the  District 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  informed. 


One  dairyman  in  the  district  produces  and  bottles  his  own 
T.T,  milk,  which  is  sold  raw.  He  has  agreed  to  carry  out  six 
monthly  ’’Ring  Tests”  on  the  milk  produced.  The  milk  from  cows 
giving  positive  results  is  sent  to  be  pasteurised. 

It  is  a great  pleasure  to  record  the  co-operation  y/hich  this 
department  has  received,  both  from  the  dairyman  and  his  Veterinary 
Surgeon,

Some  complaints  y/ere  received  about  food  which  was  alleged 
to  be  not  of  the  quality  demanded  when  purchased.  All  the  complaints 
were  fully  investigated  and  in  each  case  retailers,  wholesalers, 
manufacturers  or  producers  as  appropriate  were  notified.  No  legal 
proceedings  were  taken  but  where  necessary  warning  letters  were  sent. 


One  case  of  deliberate  fraud  was  discovered  and  the  enquiries 
and  investigations  carried  out  resulted  in  the  dismissal  of  the 
shop  manager.
